A chimeric photoprotein obtained by replacing a region of Obelin 
protein of SEQ ID N0:2 with a corresponding region of Clytin photoprotein, 
wherein said region consists of residues 43 to 121 of SEQ ID NO: 2, wherein 
said chimeric photoprotein is bioluminescent and wherein said corresponding 
region of Clytin photoprotein is the same corresponding region of the Obelin 
protein sequence that is to be replaced with the exception of up to 5 amino acid 
residues. 



Claim 2. (Canceled) 
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Claim 3. A cliimeric pliotoprotein according to claim 1 , wherein said 
corresponding region of Clytin photoprotein is the same corresponding region of 
the Obelin protein sequence that is to be replaced with the exception of 1 amino 
acid residue.

Claim 6. A chimeric photoprotein according to claim 1, wherein said region 
extends from residue 50 to 94 of Obelin protein sequence as set forth in SEQ ID

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. While Liu et 
al. (Structure of the Ca^'^-regulated photoprotein obelin at 1 .7 A resolution determined 
directly from its sulfur substructure. Protein Science, Volume 9 Issue 1 1 , Pages 2085 - 
2093), teach the 3-D structure of Obelin protein and the amino acid sequence alignment 
between Obelin and Clytin proteins, the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion 
in the prior art directed to a chimeric photoprotein obtained by replacing a region of 
Obelin protein of SEQ ID NO:2 with a corresponding region of Clytin photoprotein, 
wherein said region consists of residues 43 to 121 of SEQ ID NO: 2, wherein said 
chimeric photoprotein is bioluminescent and wherein said corresponding region of Clytin 
photoprotein is the same corresponding region of the Obelin protein sequence that is to 
be replaced with the exception of up to 5 amino acid residues. Furthermore, it would 
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not have been obvious for a sl^illed artisan to mal^e tine invention as claimed because 
the region consisting of residues 43 to 1 21 of Obelin is in the middle of alpha helices 
(see Figure 1 A&B on page 2087 of Liu et al.), which a skilled artisan would have 
expected a major disruption in the overall structure of the resulting Obelin/Clytin 
chimeric protein. Therefore, the claimed invention is novel and unobvious over the prior 
art of record.
